eggs it seems tin t the easiest way 
for farmer* to make money is to 
raise w inter-laying strains of hens. 
But if the hens should all decide 
to be liberal with their eggs in the 
winter, prices would get so low the 
hens would not pay fo r their feed, 
w hereas in sum m er m any of them 
rustle for their own feed. 
Jock Shelton, who 
m anages the 
Luling Farm Foundation, says that 
by 
turnin g 
on 
the 
tight* 
in 
his 
poultry houses at 5 o’clock in the 
m orning he has increased egg pro­ 
duction 50 per cent— just by fooling 
the hens into g etting to their work 
early, and without increasing their 
food to any extent. 
A poultry grow­ 
er at Seagraves says she has increas­ 
ed egg production with her flock 
about 300 per cent by feeding skim 
milk and a scratch ration of corn and 
milo. 
If Shelton will only keep the 
lights burning all night and feed the 
Seagraves ration— oh, well, figure it 
out yourself’.
